The Walloon Region wants to restrain 
destruction of gravesides and 
monuments. 

If it can’t be sold again, shouldn’t a 
grave be destroyed once it is no longer 
attended to? Wrong. 

Found on a website: “For Sale: tomb for 
2 million francs 

It was actually a work of art... this, the 
mayor wasn’t aware of. He wanted to 
destroy it because it was abandoned and 
the space was needed for others. An 
entrepreneur proposed to get rid of it for 

him. But after he came across the ad, the mayor changed his mind. 
The renovation only cost his budget a mere 300,000 francs. 

The man nicknamed “Mister Cemeteries” has been collecting this sort 
of anecdotes since he began the unique work of appraising the 3,500 
cemeteries as coordinator of the funeral patrimony of Wallonia. “Their 
conditions are alarming”, said Xavier Deflorenne. 

His inventory closed (with 1,250 funeral chapels to be preserved), the 
division “Patrimoine de la Region wallonne”, for whom “Mr. 
Cemeteries” belongs, closes the report declaring that there is a need and 
an urgency in establishing a code of funeral urbanism, a code for 
peopling the cemeteries”. At the end of the lease, a mayor could no 
longer dispose of the grave without permission from the Region. And 
this might foster the resale of sepulchers rather than their pillaging. 
This problem goes back to 2001. Or rather 30 years earlier, so in 1971 
with the general awareness of how full of abandoned graves, cemeteries 
were (some going back to the 19th century) and therefore assuming 
there was no longer a family interest in keeping the plots. A law then 
abrogates the “perpetual leases” and only allow 30 to 50 years for them. 
After this period lapses, the mayors who need room can order either the 
destruction or... the sale of the plot. 

The town’s book of memories 

“Since 2001, the actions tend to a desorganized destruction and a 
replacement of those graves which are sometimes yellow, sometimes 
pink”, notes Xavier Deflorenne. “That is touching a 2 centuries old 
heritage. Sepulchers held a real value, not only artistically, esthetically 
or financially but also historically. They might hold an indutrialist who 
brought prosperity to the town in the previous century, or a teacher who 
taught for half a century in the village. We can not possibly protect ah 
these graves.” 

Will the destruction of sepulchers soon be put under the guardianship of 
the Region? Will the resale be regulated? In any case the text will soon 
land on the desks of the following ministers: Daerden for the 
Patrimony, Antoine for Urbanism, Courard for the towns. But it will be 
a delicate task. “It will be necessary to forbid the destruction of what 
was not protected”, said Jean-Pol Van Reybroeck, of Antoine’s cabinet. 
“Technically, it could pass with a form of simplified unrbanism 
permit.” In the meantime, France and Quebec are already looking into 
these options which could have worldwide application ... a first for 
the world! 



INTERVIEW : 

Q: Xavier Deflorenne, if the carnage remains in the 
news, more and more towns are paying attention to 
your expertise and are trying to promote selling rather 
than destroying. How can the mayors be persuaded? 

A: By explaining to them, for example, that the stakes are 
not only historical and artistic but also a matter of 
economy. To buy a used vault costs less than getting a 
new one. Many burial sites have a value that mayors do 
not always understand. They are robbed and many of 
these pieces of art are sold in flea markets for example. 
Telling them that even though the dead do not vote, there 
is a real demand from the population. 

Not too long ago, a lady came to put flowers on the grave 
of a family member. A plaque stated it was for sale. 

Q: Is there a demand from the population to buy these 
used tombs? 

A: In the towns where it is organized, it works. 

Since the Dutroux affair, I have noticed a real interest for 
the cemeteries. Artifacts are reappearing. As though one 
needed to restore and maintain a link with the dead. 

Q: So the interest had waned? 

A: It’s historical. After WWII, we went through a period 
of denial over death. The care of cemeteries was affected 
by it. A cemetery is always the reflect of society. 

Q: For some people it is easy to understand but, how 
can it be determined that a site should be destroyed or 
not without affecting the town’s legacy? 

A: Often, at first glance. Tombstones always provide a lot 
of information. A cogged wheel, for example, it’s an 
industrial. The statue of a child, for a teacher or someone 
who worked in an orphanage. 

Q: The Walloon Code on cemetery planning is not 
limited to preventing destruction without permission 
but would nonetheless not authorize the installation of 
just anything... 

A: The idea is not to constrain but to provide guidelines. 
For example, a tomb could be decorated with a 
motorcycle in an old cemetery as long as the size and 
colors blend in. In modem cemeteries there would be no 
other requirement besides touching the asphalt or the 
cement walls. 

Q: When do you expect this code to be put into effect? 

A: Within a year, a year and a half. 

Q: It would be a first in the world? 

A: Right. The Walloon territory is narrow enough to 
contemplate the idea. In France, wher the cemetery 
situation is yet worse, they are ready to promote some of 
our ideas. Quebec is already reworking our text. 
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Historic Overview of the Robermont Cemetery (Liege, Belgique)

In the middle of the 12 th century, the land belonged to the Bishop-Prince’s buter, the Knight Wery des Pres. 

He built an oratory with garden and other lawns, and in 1200 a community of pious young women settled in it. 

In 1215, these nuns adopted the Cistercian order which recommended austerity, manual labor and agriculture. 

Thanks to the nuns’ hard work and multiple gifts they received, the abbey prospered. Because of this and also their isolation, the 
group became prey to frequent pillaging. 

During one such attack they managed to get out all the furniture and archives and found refuge at the Val Benoit Abbey, between 1230 
and 1231. The affluence of the novices was such that within a short time the Augustine monks who lived there, were moved from 
their building and so conflicts soon erupted. 

Part of the nuns remained at the Val Benoit Abbey while the rest moved back to the Robermont Abbey, renovated by Lambert, canon 
of the Cathedral and treasurer of the Saint-Denis collegiate church. 

Two centuries later, in 1468, the Robermont Abbey was not spared from the destruction wrought by the Charles the Bold, Duke of 
Normandy. Once again the nuns had to rebuild but this time they are going to be able to develop over several centuries and prosper in 
spite of continued raids by vandals, soldiers etc. During those centuries they were always able to rely on the benevolence of the 
Bishop-Princes of Liege. 

On November 28 th , 1792, the French Republican troups invaded Liege and expelled the nuns from the Robermont Abbey until 1793. 
Shortly after the restoration of the building was finished, in July 1794, the Austrians invaded it. 

The law of September 1 st , 1796 suppressed religious communities and their belongings were confiscated by the Republican state. 

On April 16 th , 1797, the Robermont Abbey was sold. But the gardens were excluded from the sale to establish a cemetery, as the high 
wall, easy location and distance from the city safeguarded it from all diseases. 

On April 15 th , 1799 the City Council gave permission to bury soldiers who had died at the Hospice des Ecoliers, now the Fonck 
barracks. Thus the city acted ahead of the Napoleonian decree of June 12 th , 1804 which prohibited burials in churches or within city 
walls in the whole Empire. On April 19 th , 1805 the City Council of Liege decided that burial could not take place in the cemeteries of 
the Bayards, Hocheporte and Robermont - the first two no longer exist today. 

This brief historical overview establishes the fact that the Robermont heights have been closely linked to Liege since the 12 th century. 
After the city authorities decided to make it a burial site the Robermont Cemetery grew over time to become the largest necropolis in 
Wallonia. 

Today Robermont is a 44 ha wooded park within the city, where people can walk as though through a History book, where one finds 
the names of those who gave the city its grandeur: sculptors, painters, musicians, politicians, writers, University professors, botanists, 
horticulturists and other celebrities. 


To preserve this heritage for future generations, a request to have the oldest part of the cemetery declared a historical landmark was 
introduced in 1998. It became official on September 24 th , 2002 when Minister Michel DAERDEN signed the decree. 

On October 29 th , 2002, the association " Les cimetieres liegeois" was born for the purpose of preserving and restoring the cemeteries 
of Liege.

As secretary for the “Association pour le Progres Intellectuel et Artistique de la Wallonie” (A.P.I.A.W.), she welcomed a great many 
well-known authors in her home, at "La chawresse" in Tilff where she held a "literary club": Maurice Genevoix, Raymond Quenaux, 
Marguerite Yourcenar, and many others. 
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In 1952, back in Belgium for his admision to the Academie Royale de Langue et de Litterature fran 9 aise, to replace Edmond Glesener 
(+ 1951), Georges Simenon was invited to dinner at Renee Brock’s. 

Renee was married to Henry Brock since 1933, co-administrator of a transportation & construction company in Liege who provided 
the materials to build the “Simenon Tour”s.

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LETTERS FROM BELGIUM DURING AND AFTER WORLD WAR I 


19 June, 1920 

We have left our farm to our daughter Irma (De Mets) age 
33. She married on the 16th of February 1920, Robert DE 
BACKER, a stout man from a very good family. (Their 
children were daughters Andree and Simone) 

A lot of horses come from Germany, also a lot of cows. These 
are very weak and give little milk, a lot of them die miserably 
from some unknown disease. They say this is the fault of the 
Germans, they are traitors. (If this sounds harsh, 
remember the war had only been over about 18 months) 

Martincourt , 19 September , 1920 

Both our son's are buried at Aartrijeke. I have waited to write 
because we are out of death cards. We had 500 printed but 
there were 590 people at the church service. I have had 
another 200 printed of which one is included. 

On 10 September, in the evening, our nephew Firmin 
PLASSCHAERTfelt a terrible pain in his belly. It got worse in 
the night and after two days he dies in terrible pain. (13 
September 1920) First Oscar then Arsene and now 
Firmin, we are all nearly crazy. Son Pierre will marry within 
3 days (September 21, 1920). She is the daughter from the 
Bazaar from Veldeghem. They are all very smart people and 
made a lot of money during the war. I think they have half a 
million with eight children. (Her name was REYNAERT, 
their son Gilbert De Mets) 

Our 4th daughter Paulintje married a Frenchman, Hilaire 
CARTIER the son of an innkeeper. They live near Cours. He is 
director of a factory and the best man that exists, very well 
know everywhere and earns 10,000 Francs a year. 

(Daughters Yvonne and Denise) 

Thourout, 2 March, 1921 

It is nearly a year now since we moved back to Belgium and I 
have been to Brugges only twice. I know nothing of Bernard 
YDE, I spoke only a few words with him at his mothers 
funeral. Charles STROOBANDT is doing well. He has three 
sons that are all doctors and two others whose occupation I 
do not know. None of his children are married yet. The wife 
ofJantje CLAEYS (daughter ofHypoliet STEVENS) has run 
away with Stijn CLAEYS towards France, or so people think. 
Theirs was not a good marriage, too much difference in age. 
Jantje is now with Sietje CLAEYS at the place. 

Life is expensive here, at least five times as expensive as 
earlier, not good for a person living of his private means. 
Those who retired before the war are to be pitied, for example 
Jan KNOCK, Rosalie KNOCK & Seppen KNOCK 
are all living by their private means. They are all living where 
Seyen VAN MEENEN used to live. The daughter of (VAN) 
MEENEN recently married the son of Sis sen DE PRE, molder. 

Thourout, 18 July 1921 

In May I visited my son Petrus in Brugge. We went to see 
Bernard OPDE, he gave up baking bread but now sells bread 
he obtains from a cooperative bakery. I saw that he still sells 
some confectionery, he says he is doing fine but one can't 
fathom this from the outside. He has three daughters, one is 
married at Oostcamp but he did not say to whom.

After WW1 Belgium struggled and never regained its pre¬ 
war economic footing. Many tried and succeeded in 
discrediting the atrocities the Belgians managed to 
survive though the occupation. 

As they retreated the Germans collected livestock, raw 
materials, machines, parts they could transport, etc. 
What they could not take with them, they sabotaged. 
The Treaty of Versailles required restitution but... 
"Replacing the missing machines was more complex 
than Keynes made out, for the treaty effectively forced 
the Belgians to trace and retrieve them rather than buy 
new ones at German expense. The machines proved 
hard to find, and those the Belgians located had often 
been ruined from overuse or carelessness in transit and 
were not worth the cost of shipment home. As for 
livestock, the German peace delegation offered to return 
only blood stallions, and only those that could be 
positively identified as Belgian property. The treaty did 
grant the Belgians a 10 % levy on German herds over 
three years - at American insistence, over British 
opposition - but what they collected amounted to about 
2% in nearly all cases. Yet German herds had stood at 
2/3 their pre-war size by 1919, not counting what the 
army had taken during the retreat. By 1920, German 
livestock had largely recovered, whereas Belgian herds 
did not regain their 1913 levels until 1930. 

In May 1921, the Reparations Commission devised a 
settlement requiring Germany to pay 132 billion gold 
mark, about $33 billion... 
the bottom line is that Germany did not pay... 

Most of Belgium's share of the first billion marks that 
Germany paid in 1921, 350 million, went to repay loans 
from American and British commercial banks (at 8.5% 
interest) while Germany was paying 2.5% and 5% 
interest on reparation bonds (borrowed from American 
banks)... 

Belgium never regained its stature as a commercial and 
industrial power."

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We went to see Calle OPDE, (his wife?) Siska died either before or during the war, I forgot. Her daughter recognized me at once. I 
saw a hunched old man with a long grey beard that I didn't know. I asked the daughter how her father was doing and the man was 
Calle himself. He had been ill for some time. The children of G. OPDE have bought four acres of land not far from the village for 
36,000franks. It's a shame, I believe that in 10 years time every thing will be cheaper by half- land and houses. 

Thourout, July 18, 1921 

Charles Cornillie, Pauline’s oldest shall visit his children in America 
before long. It seems they are all doing well and will pay for his voyage. 
He plans to stay for 2 or 3 months. Julie Cornillie’s children are doing 
very well too in America. (I think Charles & Julie are cousins to Adrian 
Plasschaert as his mother was a Cornillie) 

Eour American families have returned to Thourout and are doing well 
and live off their money. They left ten or fifteen years ago with little or 
nothing but they say the period of opportunity in America has ended. 

Thourout, 15 November, 1921 

Visited Oedelem in March, I think 10 of the YDENs are still alive. 
Norden is in Bruges, Camiel in Oedelem running a good business in 
cattle. Julie is Mother Superior in Oedelem, Stefanie is Mother Superior 
near Gent. Pier, Sis sen, Charles, Barbara and Ida are still on the farm 
and unmarried. Kalle MOYAERT still lives in the vicinity of the prison. He has been a widower for 3 or 4 years. He was ill when I 
was in May. 

Edouard COUCKE has lost his wife about 10 years ago. He remarried a lady that lived on the Vismarkt and handled furniture but she 
also died a couple of years ago. His son is a pork-butcher on Klarestraat in Bruges, hisdaughter is a butcher on the Vrijdagmarkt. 

Thourout, 17 February, 1922 

There was a law passed to work only 8 hours a day, so you can see in the midst of the summer men who come from the factory at 5 
o'clock in the afternoon. Isn't that a disgrace, where is it all going to end? 

What is going to happen to those that started living on their savings before the war? Things now cost at least 4 times as much. 
Automobiles are starting to come, almost all of the doctors have one and some of the industrialists. 

You cannot see the difference between the rich and poor anymore, people are wearing fur, citizens or poor. Nearly no poor household 
is without a bicycle, some have two as well as girls for servants. 

Charles CORNILLE, my wife's oldest brother, has traveled through America. He has visited his 5 sons and one daughter. Two of his 
children live in Detroit and are very rich. The others live a bit farther away, they paid for his voyage. He also visited several of Julie 
CORNEILLE’s children, they are rich too. 

Thourout, 14 September, 1922 

Went to Brugge on September 8. Visited Sissen VAN DEN BON, he was rather cold to me. He was in his shop with two of his 
daughters, one is no beauty but the other is rather pretty. Sissen has grown old, he is quite bald and was trembling all over. He has 6 
children, 3 girls and 3 boys. None of them are married yet, he didn't offer an explanation. (Sissen VAN DEN BON died the following 
year). His brother Eduard VAN DEN BON is living in Aalterhoekske. Charles BROECKAERT the brewer at Oedelem was buried 
September 7, he was 69. He was first married to Alida VAN DEN BON and had no children by her. He then married Clemintine, 
daughter oflmed VAN DER MAN. (says VAN DE MARER in another letter) 

I went to visit Kalle MAILLARD but found he had died the week before. His son lived at the same inn. 

The newspapers write that Belgium is a poor country but you can't write that about it's citizens. Every poor man owns one or more 
bicycles, which cost 500francs. There are now 50 cars compared to one before the war. 

Thourout, 19 January, 1923 

My wife Pauline and I went to Oedelem where we found her sister Clemence, widow of Felix Plasschaert nearly dead. She has been 
ill for a long time now. Two years ago when we were in Belgium she was already quite thin and had greatly changed. I'm sure you 
must have known her. She used to weigh 94 kilos but at present she weighs no more than 80. The son of Charles STROOBANDT who 
was 35, a doctor in Blankenberge and single, was fatally injured when his motorcycle hit a tree on the Ontyeld (Oedelem). He has 3 
other sons, one is a doctor, one studying to be a doctor and one an architect. 

Felix BEUSELINCK has two sons that are pharmacists, one of which has a pharmacy in Oostende. 

Thourout, 6 December, 1923 

Clemence Corneille widow of Felix Plasschaert passed away in Oedelem after a long illness, at the age of 62 on the 30th of Nov. She 
leaves 6 children behind. One is married to a son of CALMEYER at Oedelem. 

In July we went to Oedelem where we visited the children of J. OPDE and Clemence DE NEVE, the widow of Eduard OPDE. In 
September we went to the "Flying Horse" to see Stien CLAYSSENS and with him went to visit the children of OPDE. Stein told me that 
Jan OPDE is living with his sister Rosalie's children. Jan's wife has deserted him with her child and gone to France. She has 2 or 3 
children with a man she met in France but he has passed away but set aside a sum of money for each child. 
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The children of OPDE- Silvie is lean as a rake, Peetje is a little fat man, Charles is very ugly and completely bald and a miser 
according to Stien. 

Stein says inns have no future because there are hardly any horses anymore. What a difference from the old days. 

Louise BEUZELINCK died 4 months ago, she had been feeble-minded for a long time. 

Theophil DE VLIEGHER's wife hung herself. This happened before the war. It was an unhappy marriage. Theophil drank a lot and he 
was a failure in every way. During the war or shortly after, he drowned himself in a well at Beverhoutseveld. 

Our daughter Judith (De Mets) is married to Ferdinand HILLEWAERE, a teacher in Veldeghem. 

In July our youngest daughter Cesarine (De Mets) married Jules HILLEWAERE, the brother to Ferdinand. Jules is a jeweler at 
Merkem, he is energetic and strong, 34 years of age and a fine craftsman that people trust. He seldomgoes to an inn. 

Thourout, 26 March, 1924 

I got a letter in January from Stien CLASSENS that he would come to see me in a month, I 
was pleased because I would get news from Oedelem. Then I got a death notice from his 
children that his funeral would be February 4th. 

You asked about Opdalie, Jan and Henri OPDE. I know nothing of Opdalie, Jan has been 
dead since the war, Henri for some time. Henri was living on Jan DE NEVE's farm which 
Edmond OPDE bought. One of Henri's daughters is married to a son of August (VAN DE) 
VERSCHAEVE who lives on DE NEVE's farm. August is married to HAUTHEETE's 
daughter. I don't know anything about the other sons but Gusten VERSCHAEVE is a very 
rich man, he used to lease from 2 spinsters from Brugge and when they got ill he took 
care of them and flattered them and now he has a farm with perhaps 15 hectares. 

Sissen DE PRE's son is married to a daughter of Seven VAN MEENEN who used to buy 
wheat for Verstraete in Brugge. Seven VAN MEENEN married again to the daughter of 
PAEMEL, the tailor at Oedelem. 

Our son Pierre has bought a Ford, it cost 9000 Francs. (About $300 U.S., nearly the 
same as in the U.S. in 1924) Daughter Marie a Citroen for 23000francs (about $730). 

The horse-inns have lost all their business, mostly because of the streetcar. I took a 
streetcar to Stein and went by 3 Blacksmiths, there was only one person in old Seven 
HUYS and no one in the other two. Four people were playing cards at the streetcar 
station where Meetje FRANS, the daughter of August FRANS lives. The horse is doomed 
and it used to be such a thriving business. 

Thourout, 16 May, 1924 

I know nothing of the KAAKAARTS, only Eduard from Sint Joris came to mother's funeral in 1913. 

I know only of Peter VAN DE LAAREN, he was with the Guards and grew quite old, I don't know if he is living. 

Charles VAN DE BEUZELINK is living at Doom. His son is 41, unmarried and living at the farm with Adele. He told me if he ever 
marries he will not let his children visit his aunt and uncle. That tells you something. He also said that his aunt Julie BEUZELINK 
(Mrs. DEPRE) suffered a stroke and is unable to speak or move, she has been very thin all her life. 

Thourout, 31 July, 1924 

You asked about the KAAKAARTs. I went to Kleyt to visit them. I had written to Eduard BORLEE to meet me at Mietje KAAKAART's. 
We first went to meet the son ofKAAKAART who is living next to the mill in a small inn. He is a confectioner and has been in bed for 
18 months as he can't walk, having fallen from his motorcycle. He has 8 children and it didn't look like they had money. His brother 
who lives on Albert KAAKAART's old farm told me that he'll never walk again, what a pity. 

There are two other brothers and a sister who has three children and has been a widow since the War. She owns a store in Kleyt and 
is a strong and energetic woman. 

Eduard KAAKAART died two weeks ago at 85. Sophie KAAKAART's children are quite rich although their mother was very poor in 
her days. 

The children of Jan D'HOOVE or Virginie KAAKAART at Waarschoot are well off too and the children ofWoutje KAAKAART are 
stinking rich but Mille has become a very poor man. 

On July 10th Felix PLASCHAERT's oldest daughter was buried, 37 years of age, unmarried, she had been ill for 7 or 8 months. 

(This must be Judith) 

Thourout, 16 December, 1924 

We don't often go to Oedelem anymore since Clemence PLASSCHAERT died. News of the Plasschaert children. One of the daughters 
is married to the son of CAEMEIJER the cabinetmaker at Knocke. (Probably Magdelena) One son is married to a baker's daughter at 
Knocke. He is a baker too and a connectionist and good at his job. (Probably Urbain married to Alida STEVENS) 

Another is a teacher at Oostencamp and is going to marry the daughter of Ernest STEVENS at Oedelem. Son number 4 is a teacher 
and a verger at Oostende, he is 20 years old. (This must be Adrian) 

Jan VAN DER MO ERE who is not yet 64 lives at Sijssele. He is a blacksmith and married for the second time with Leonie BOONE, 
she is much older than he is, he has no children. Madeleine PLASSCHAERT is still young and pretty at 31 years of age, she is getting 
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married to one of the doctors at Beernem. He is quite small, fat and about 50 years of age. He's said to be a good doctor and has been 
after her for about ten years. 

The other doctor in Beernem is Mr. DE JAEGHER of Knesselaere, he is married to the daughter of Henri BEUZELINCK. 

I forgot to tell you about Eonce CLAEIJSIER. He lives with his daughter in the halfway house, she is a woman of bad repute, having 
served time for killing a child. 

The widow DE GRAEVE is still alive, she is very strong and dapper for her age. She had 4 sons, the two oldest died of consumption, 
the third was taken by the Germans and died a prisoner. The one remaining lives with his two sisters who limp like their father. They 
are very stingy, the son never goes to the "Flying Horse " 

Paul COENE has three children still living. One daughter lives with him at the farm in Oedelem, the other married Lothaire 
VANHAVERBEKE. His son Leon lives on the farm and is getting rich very fast. 

Silvie DE GRAEVE is married to the son of Adolf GOORMACHTIGD who used to live at Beernem, but has been at Knokefor a long 
time now. 

Thourout , 9 March, 1925 

Felix BEUZELINCK has been seriously ill. The daughter ofFonce CLAEIJSIER has been working for him as a housekeeper. He has 
one son who is a chemist at Oostende and unmarried. Another son is also a chemist but at present is in the army. Maybe you know 
that every man here must enlist, teachers and priests too at present. 

There are nearly 10,000 cars in Belgium now and everyone has a bicycle. All the better roads have been paved, for example the one 
from Oedelem to Maldeghem through Oostveld. Many people from Thourout are going to France to farm. The son of Rozalie 
BORLEE called Rene DE LOOF is going there with 7 children, the oldest 14. They can't speak a word of French. 

Thourout, 4 November, 1925 

I was surprised to read in your letter that August STORME 
weighs no more than 52 kilos, he used to be such a sturdy man. 

(August Storme was a Belgian who went to the U.S. in the 1800s 
and settled in the State of Washington) 

Today we go to Oostcamp. PLASSCHAERT's second son, (I 
think this is the 4th son Adrian) a teacher at Oostcamp is going to 
marry the daughter of Ernest VERLINDE. I'm sure you must have 
known Ernest, he must be 73, his wife is 20 years younger, she is 
the daughter of Eduard D' HOOREN son ofBeicke D' HOOREN 
the blacksmith who was married to that tall VERGEMOED girl. 

Thourout, 7 October, 1927 - from Eduard’s son Joseph De 
Mets. 

When you get this letter you must have received Father's death 
notice. 

Father passed away September 27th at 9 a.m. while eating a pear. He dropped on the table and was gone immediately. Mother wants 
to stay here by herself, we all agreed that everything was to be hers, nothing is to be sold. 

Thourout, 12 June, 1928 - from Pauline CORNEILLE the 
widow of Eduard De Mets . 

Our son Joseph came to visit, he was just in time to replace me at the 
wedding of Adrien PLASSCHAERT, the youngest son of my sister 
Clemence. He married Helene DESCHEPPER at the town hall in 
Breedene near Oostende. 

My sister Julie got news that her oldest daughter passed away. She 
was still young and lived with her married sister Gert MINN in the 
U.S. At last our tomb in the churchyard at Thourout is finished. A 
flat concrete 

slab with a smaller one on top somewhat higher at the head and 
lower at the feet. On top of the slab a white marble cross with our 
Lord, beneath that two clasping hands of bronze and on the front 
piece, resting on the ground, white marble with our names and 

birthdates in golden letters. 

Your bereaved Sister, Pauline CORNEILLE. (Actually sister-in-law, I wonder if the tomb survived the Second World War?) 


I have some information on the families Corneille, De Mets, Van den Bon and Passchaert. 

However-1 have no further information on the other names contained in these letters who were mostly friends and 
neighbors and to the best of my knowledge, are not related to me.

Emile Valere Molle, immigrated to Hartford City, Indiana from Jumet, Belgium with his family in 1893. The family left 
Belgium on the SS. Belgenland and arrived at Ellis Island Jan 13, 1893. The Molle ship papers and Ellis Island records show 
both parents could read and write which is unusual. However, neither parent spoke English so when the names of the family 
were recorded incorrectly at Ellis Island. The American transcriber wrote the surname the way it sounded: “Made”. 

Emile Valere’s family is the only French/Walloon family to pronounce their surname “moll”. The correct pronouncation is 
“mol-aye”. According to a Molle family history written in Flanders in Dutch by a College Professor, published 1899, the name 
MOLLE means loose, dry, fine sand. The old angel-saxon kings of England included a branch of the family with the surname 
Mol. 

(There are some indications that the Anglo-Saxon Kings are related to the Merovingers, [Charles the Great, Karel de Grote or 
Charlemagne]. In a letter (± 785 AD) Charlemagne warns Aethelred Moll. A notation states the references to a mill or an 
animal mole are without ground. The first Modes were nomads, but when agriculture was established, the elongated triangle 
farm sites, a typical Frankish characteristic were referred to as moles. The farmsites became a town called mole by 774. By the 
middle ages, the feudal lords of Mole were under the protection of King Filip IV of Spain. The Mole knights participated in the 
crusades and had various coats of arms. In 1794, the French occupied Mole and reclassified the municipalities in the area. The 
name Mole was changed to Kantonhoofdplaats. The French (Catholics) fought the converts (Protestants) in 1796 in the old 
Mole area and destroyed the rest of the Mole because the French considered the area a terrible “eccentric lain”. 

On April 25 th , 1893, Desire became a citizen of the United States 1 . His parents divorced in 1895 because Emile Valere's mother 
was pregnant by another man. Alexina, the mother, married (July 17, 1895) John Verona (Vironet) and the couple had 6 
children. The last two children were twins. Alexina took her oldest daughter, Alexina out of an orphange to help her mother 
care for the twins. When John died of tuberculosis, Alexina put the Verona children in an orphanage, and married Antoine 
Pierre, Nov. 3, 1902. Alexina had two stepsons from this marriage. (The daughter, Alexina married Louis Cortright at 15 years 
of age so she would not have to return to the orphanage.) The mother Alexina died March 3, 1911 at age 54, of a ruptured 
hernia of the bowels. She is buried in Lot 567, plat 1 under the name Alexina Pierre in Hartford City, Indiana. It is interesting 
to note Alexina, the mother was a singer/actress described as a beauty. Desire Molle’s father owned a glass factory with a 
partner in the Gosselies area. Desire’s family disowned their son after his marriage to Alexina. Alexina Cortright described to 
her granddaughter, Doris Noland, going to the Molle manor house with her mother in Belgium where the butler threw Alexina 
and her children off the property. 

The 5 Molle children were placed in their father's custody by the court. Emile Valere's father was killed in a glass factory 

accident around May 25 th , 
1896 2 . The eldest son, 
Desire, moved in with his 
uncle Gustave Williams 
(Willaume). The eldest son 
was apprenticed to his uncle, 
a master glass blower. Desire 
Jr. disappeared with his uncle 
in 1902. A newspaper article 
dated Aug 21, 1902 describes 
the disappearance of Gustave 
and the court appearance of 
Gustave’s wife who 

complained of wife 

desertion. Desire was 
probably buried in the 
Catholic Church burial 

grounds. According to the 

priest at St. John’s in 
Hartford City, these graves 
were moved for a parking lot. 
If the family did not arrange 
for the transfer of a loved 
one, there is no way to tell

2 Hartford City Glass Company. Desire was employed as a skimmer. When a tank collapsed at the factory, Desire tried to help stop the 
leak. He died a couple days later from burns and scalded lungs. 
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where Desire’s remains ended up. The priest said the glassworkers in the area were the highly paid employees, so Desire would 
probably not have been buried in a pauper’s grave. 



Father Chas Dhe took my grandfather and his 
brother, Gustave to St. Joseph Orphanage in 
Lafayette, Indiana under the direction of Rev. 

Charles B. Guendling. While at the 
Orphanage, my grandfather excelled at 
baseball under the coaching of a Father 
Mike. There are also references to a semi- 
professional baseball team called the 
Avengers(?) Emile Valere was paid to pitch 
for. The 1910 Notre Dame Yearbook lists my 
Grandfather as a transfer student from St. 

Francis College in Cincinnati Ohio. St. 

Francis College was started for poor boys in 
the Cincinnati area. The head Franciscan 
priest hoped to train more priests. Only 
German was spoken at this college during 
classes. The students boarded with families 
in the area. Emile Valere attended this 
college all 5 years of the program (1901- 
1906) 3 . It is interesting to note the class 
pictures from St. Francis include another boy 
from the St. Joseph Asylum baseball articles. 

The priests from St. Joseph must have arranged for their “boys” to have an opportunity to further their education.

After his graduation from St. Francis, Emile Valere attended Notre Dame. During the summer, my grandfather worked at a 
Wisconsin youth camp with his friend Knute Rockne. A letter from Mr. Rockne to my grandfather talked about using his 
baseball pitching skills to work out a forward pass in football. My grandfather taught classical and romance languages at Notre 
Dame after his graduation (1910-1912). 

He instructed classical and romance languages and coached baseball at St.Thomas College, MN (1913-1914); then went on to 
teach at the University of Minnesota while studying law (1914-1915). Emile Valere married Hildur Eriksson on May 20, 1914. 
In 1915, Emile Valere and his wife Hildur came to Marshall, MN and joined a Law practice after an invitation from another 
attorney to help with a large Belgian population. Emile Valere apparently decided he could not work with the DaRue law office 
that had contacted him, so he joined the Seward Law Practice.

On December 16 th , 1944, to everyone’s surprise, the Nazi armies launch a 
massive counter-offensive in the Ardennes. Its purpose, taking Antwerp, the 
sole major seaport in Allied hands. The Battle for the Ardennes would be 
terrible. For over a month, civilians caught in the fire would live through hell. 
Among them 2,500 would perish. In the aftermath one stops counting the 
number of burnt-down houses and missing families. Sixty years later, these combats have left some deep tracks in the Ardennes. In 
the USA, Bastogne has become the symbol of the GI’s resistance and bravery. 15,000 would lose their lives there.

General George S. Patton employs an audacious strategy to relieve the besieged Allied defenders of Bastogne, Belgium, 
during the brutal Battle of the Bulge. The capture of Bastogne was the ultimate goal of the Battle of the Bulge, the 
German offensive through the Ardennes forest. Bastogne provided a road junction in rough terrain where few roads 
existed; it would open up a valuable pathway further north for German expansion. The Belgian town was defended by the 
US 101st Airborne Division, which had to be reinforced by troops who straggled in from other battlefields. Food, medical 
supplies, and other resources eroded as bad weather and relentless German assaults threatened the Americans’ ability to 
hold out. Nevertheless, Brigadier General Anthony C. MacAuliffe met a German surrender demand with a typewritten 
response of a single word: ’’Nuts. “ Enter "Old Blood and Guts," General Patton. Employing a complex and quick-witted 
strategy wherein he literally wheeled his 3rd Army a sharp 90 degrees in a counterthrust movement, Patton broke through 
the German lines and entered Bastogne, relieving the valiant defenders and ultimately pushing the Germans east across 
the Rhine

Roy A. DeYonghe was born in Portland, Oregon on July 22, 1916 to parents who 
came to America in 1907 from Verrebrock, Belgium. 

He grew up with an older brother (my Father) and four sisters and very hard 
working parents. He attended a one room grade school which was named 
"Swedville." 

The history of the school is in the Washington County Museum, Portland, Oregon. 
Their Mother's wishes before her death was for the children to be confirmed at St 
Patrick'sChruch and they were in 1929. 

Uncle Roy loved to deer hunt and his deer 
hunting rifle after his death was given to my 
brother, Raymond DeYoung and after he died in 
2002 was passed down to one of his sons, Dennis 
Roy DeYoung. And he said his father did 
reminisce of his hunting experiece as a teenager 
with Uncle Roy. 

Roy built his home with the help of a friend in 
the 1940's for himself and his wife. 

Another friend, Erwin(Buzz) Wuthrich , said Roy 
had a car so he went with him to work as they 
worked at Eastern-Western Lumber Co. which 
was about 10 miles from their home. He said 
Uncle Roy was a very likable person. He hunted 
with him too. 

Before he went into the military Grandpa Peter 
DeYonghe (his father) and family had a going 
away party at Grandpa Peter's home as told to me 
by nephew LeRoy Keeney. 

Roy left his dog "Nosey" , a black lab in his Father's care while gone. One day my 
young cousin was visiting our Grandfather and he got upset with the dog and was 
scolding him and the cousin (Grandpa's grandson) was laughing as he was talking 
to the dog in "Flemish." That must be why my father, as well as many other family 
members always had lab dogs. 

He was drafted in the Army in the year 1943. He was in the 9th Infrantry 2 
Division. 

The last letter home was that he met his Cousin Louis DeYonke in France in 1944. 

In 1945 Louis' mother, Evelyn DeYonke, visited both their graves and sent family 
pictures to Oregon. In 1985 Roy's wife visited his grave with another friend who 
also lost her husband and sent me pictures.
